OTTAWA, Tune 1—With announce- 
ment of the retirement of Sir Robert 
Borden definitely from their leader- 
ship and with the consequent neces- 
sity of naming a new chieftain, to-! 
gether with the all-important future 
policy of the party to be discussed, the 
caucus of government followers fol- 
lowing prorogation here today will go 
down to posterity as one of the mo-); 
mentous and significant in the feder- 
al political history of Canada. 

Standing out with the retirement of 
Sir Robert was the choice of a new 
name for the party. There were 
many suggested, but the honor of be- 
ing the sponsor for the successful 
one went to Hon. J. A. Calder, mini- 
ster of immigration and colonization, 
whose choice was “Tke National Lib- 
eral and Conservative party,” to be} 
commonly known as “The National 
Party." 

Sir Robert to Retain Seat. 

There was no successor to Sir Rob- 
ert.named. Sir Rotert has promised 
to retain his seat in the house and to 
support his successor to the best of 
his ability. Among the cabinet mem- 
bers there is also an agreement to 
stand firmly by any man who is ul- 
timately named by the whole of the 
government supporters. Each mem- 
ber of the caucus is to submit the 
name of his nominee in writing to Sir 
Robert. Talk around the corridors 
after the caucus indicated that the two 
most generally fayored are Sir Thom- 
as White and “Hon. Arthur Meighen. 

Prior to the general caucus the Lib- 
eral Unionists held: a gathering in 
camera and it is stated, decided to 
btund by any man chosen by the 
larger gathering, also to agree to the 
fusion of the Liberal and Conserva- 
tive identities. Some members believe 
it will be easily possible to maintain 
the identity of bith sides or parties. 


Will Submit Resignation Soon, 
The resignation of the prime mini- 
ster—which is shortly to be placed 
in the hands of the governor-gencral, 
will necessarily be accompanied by 
that of all members of his cibinet. 
Hon. N. W. Rowell president of the 
Privy Council, has already intimated 
that he does not feel that his mandate 
extends to joining in the formation of 
a new party. On being urged to re- 
consider his resignation, however, Mr, 
Rowell promised to consult with his 
friends and to communicate his decis- | 
ion to the prime minister as soon as 
possible.

The purpose of Dr. Bates’ visit is to 
meet all who are yitally interested in 
promoting the program of the Cana- 
dian National Council as far as this 
province ts concerned, for stopping the 
ravages of these diseases, which were 
60 vividly depicted in the film ena- 
titled “The End of tie Road," which 
was shown 1!n this clity recently. It 
1s also the intention of Dr. Baltes to 
organize an Alberta committee to 
work in conjunction with the Can- 
adian Council and with the other pro- 
vincial committees, 

Dr. Bates has devoted many years 
fo the expert study of these diseases 
arid is recognized as perfiaps the most 
outstanding leader jin this field of 
sciqntific reform, It wes largely ow- 
ing to his efforts that the Canadian 
Counc!l was formed. And although 
it 4a a purely voluntary organization, 
comprised of prominent ghysicians 
and others who are apecially inter- 
ested in this problem, the Federal de- 
partment of healt’ promptly recog- 
nized its exceeding great value as an 
ald to the efforts of the department in 
fighting this evil, and tnedé a spec- 
fal appropriation to the Council for 
tho more efftetent cfirrying on of its 
work, and ever since, the department 
end the Council have been working In 
the closest co-operation, It is also 
anticipated that tie Alberta commit- 
tee, «bout to he ltonmed rwill work fn 
close co-operation ‘with tho Venereal 
Diseases branch of tho provincial 
board of health.

A provincial general election 
has been held in Manitoba. Fifty- 
three members have been elected 
to the legislature. But in the result 
no one knows what the newly 
elected legislature stands for in 
policy, principle or ».administra- 
tion. The people of Manitoba have 
gone through the motions of is- 
suing a mandate as to the conduct 
of the affairs of the province. But 
in fact there has been no mandate 
issued. So far as settling any issue 
on any question of policy, prin- 


ciple or administration,the election | 


might as well not have been held. 
Premier Norris has been elected, 
as have been the members of his 
government. But he has only sev- 
enteen supporters, out of forty- 
three members elected: with ten 
seats in Winnipeg not vet an- 
nounced, and elections in two 
seats deferred. Clearly the Norris 
government has been decisively 
disapproved by the electors. But 
up to the latest returns no other 
group has received a sufficiently 
decisive endorsation to enable it 
to carry on the work of govern- 
ment, That being the case the 
Norris government, hopelessly de- 
feated at the polls, remains in of- 
fice until on the first meeting of 
the new legislature, an alliance of 
one kind or another is formed 
that will command the confidence 
of a majority of the legislature 
without which government cannot 
be carried on. When that alliance 
is formed it must of necessity be 
on terms nof contemplated by the 
electors when deciding for whom, 
or for what principle, to vote. 

An alliance between members or 
groups elected to represent certain 
specific principles can only be 
formed on a basis of compromise 
—-that is the giving up of some of 
the principies upon which the 
members forming any certain 
group which makes such compro- 
mise, were elected. The election 
being over the electors have noth- 
ing to say as to the measure of 
the concessions made, In other 
words the legislature under such 
circunistances is not and cannot be 
representative of the people whose 
votes elected its members. And 
that is the only purpose in holding 
an election. How the people of 
Manitoba are to get wise legisla- 
tion or progressive government 
out of such a cotidition remains to 
be seen; and in the meantime the 
possibility, of good government 
under such circumstances is the 
subject of grave doubt. 

So far as Premier Norris is con- 
cerned he seems to be in the posi- 
tion of the old man in the school 
book story, who in trying to please 
everybody pleased nobody and 
lost out completely in the end. 
Hon. Mr. Norris had every quality 
and gift that would make for suc- 
cessful leadership in an agricul- 
tural provinee such as Manitoba, 
except the gift of leadership—of 
decision. His woeful lack of de- 
cision was made more and more 
manifest during his term of office, 
with the result that when he ap- 
pealed for public endorsation the 
voter did not know just what pol- 
icy or principle he was endorsing 
when voting for the Norris gov- 
ernment and its supporters. 

Premier Norris had been a Lib- 
eral. He, had advocated Liberal 
principles. It was his able advo- 
cacy of those principles that mark- 
ed him for high position in the 
councils of the Liberal party. Hav- 
ing received the confidence of the 
electors of Manitoba as a Liberal, 
and a mandate for the conduct of 
the government as such, he was 
influenced to allow himself, and 
the office to which he had been 
elected, to be used for the defeat 
of Liberal principles in the prov- 
ince and in the Dominion. He plac- 
ed himself in the hands of the 
Winnipeg Free Press, and the 
powers that are behind it, to do 
their bidding and serve their pur- 
poses. The time came when he 
must go before the people for en- 
dorsation, There was no organized 
opposition to him. And yet he has 
been hopelessly defeated. The 
Free Press that had dictated his 
treachery to his former principles 
and political associates was un- 
able to carry him against a revolt- 
ed public opinion. It is creditable 
to the sagacity of the Free Press 
that it did not even try. In its 
columns the Norris government 
that had served 
the masters of the Free Press was 
damned with faint praise.

Beeding was finished about two weeks 
ago in this district, and the crops are now 
comparatively well forward; especially 
where the soil is well drained, 

As a consequence of the frequent rains 
that have occurred since the melting of 
the snow, the floods on creek and meadow 
have stayed longer than any year since 
this section of the country was settled. 
The excess of moisture has, tn places, in- 
terfered more or less seriously with seed- 
ing, and everywhere has rendered trans- 
portation difficult, 

Very lttle wheat has been sown in this 
district, only about 12 acres as against 
500 acres in oats and barley, The chances 
are in favor of lots of green feed for the 
stock next winter, Naturally there 1s 
more summer fallowing than usual being 
done this season, 

We have recently had two rains—one 
last week, the other about June Uth 
that appeared to be charged with brim- 
stone and excited some local attention 
fy consequence of the supposed volcanic 
origin of the brimstone. After settling, 
a yellow scum formed around the edges 
of the rain puddles, and the rain barrels 
showed a similar phenomenon, Tut under 
examination the yolcante hypothesis did 
not stand up, Ignition tests show that 
the stuff was certainly not brimstone, 
and that was probably vegetable tn char- 
acter; while the microscope practically 
{dentified it with the substance known as 
bycopetium powder which consists of the 
spores of a sort of mons-fern called by- 
copod.

lous that af the dancers are not in a 
state of hypnotic trance. Indeed, it is 
eafd that they do finally believe that) 
the sacred ¢ree from which they never) 
take their eyes, finally evolves into 
the form of some person that they 
know. 

For this fast Sun Dance, all the In- 
dians of the reserve along with a lot 
of visitors from other reservations 
had thered toga#er on an open 
field in the Hobbema recervation not 
far from the railways. From the train 
could be seen in the distance their 
tepees all ranged along two aides and 
in the central position, the sun-dance 
tent, which ds well worth description. 
It was large enough to hvuid between 
two and three hundred people, the} 
Indians on one side and the squaws 
on the other. In the centre was the 
sacred tree, the trunk of a large pup- 
far placed in the ground and secure- 
ly braced. This formed as it were the 
centre pole and to this were attached 
all the long roof poles. The sides of 
the tent were well thatched with 
young green poplars cut with their 
leaves on and the roof was partly 
covered with poplar thatching and 
tenting. Most of the roof was un- 
covered however. 

Stalls for Dancers 

Right around the inside of the big 
tent, with the exception of a space for 
the entrance opening, were the stalls 
for the dancers, These were made by} 
waving the small poplar trees or 
branches very closely to form a paling 
about thrve and a half feet high. This 
is very closely woven and nothing 
can be seen through. Behind this the 
dancers stand. On the floor, are the 
or.lookera, 

Directly opposite the opening, there 
is a break in the stalls and here is! 
seen the skull and bones of a buffalo) 
resting on a eort of white couch. I 
could not get very close, for as I1 
found, one who is not of the elect, 
and especially a woman, may not go 
beyond the sacred tree. In front of 
the ‘buffalo was a square hole about 
eight inches deep and about two feet 
long by a little more than one wide. 
T could not find out the significance 
of this for the younger men ald not 
know and the older ones did not care 
to explain, 

Then hanging from the top of the 
sacred tree were pieces of brightly 


ion of having on a closely dotted veil. 
Another had dotted just the lower 
half of the face, and ail were decora- 
ted in some manner peculiar to them- 
selves, 

Highly Decorated 

With the exception of the two or 
three who were almost naked, the 
dancers were decorated with all the! 
beads and quill work, feathers and| 
such, as.go to make up their cere- 
moniai attire. 

Many of these costumes are as 
beautiful as any you have seen in the 
museums ,and the weight of this 
solid bead work, is hardly to be cun- 
ceived without actually having it in 
one's hand. I could not help but think 
of this when I watched those men 
and women after three days of con- 
stant dancing, 

They show plenty of ingenuity in| 
decorating their clothing. Not only the| 
dancers, but the drummers and the 
onlookers were wearing wonderfully 
elaborate clothes. One small girl had 
on a pair of moccasins the entire 
tops of which were a soli1 masa of 
bright blue beads done in a pretty 
design, and over them was a pair of 
puttees also solid to the knees with 
a blue bead design. Another small 
‘boy was wearing a design of elk's 
teeth hanging from his shoulderg to 
his waist and another had sleeves 
and front and back done in beautiful 
porcupine quill work. The dyeing of 
these quills and t¥e effect of colors! 
produced {s marvellous, All the men 
had beaded hat bands and many of 
the horses had heavily beaded bridles. 

Dance Simple Affair 

The dare itself is a simple affair. 
Their feet never nvove,“and the move- 
ment is altogether at the knees. Their 
eyes never leave the tree. Each per- 
son has a whistle in his mouth which 
must be blown with every movement 
and each ono was holdi up some- 
thing, usually a long brightly dyed 
feather in his hands, Then after a few 
minutes of constant jigging and bow- 
ing, the druma give a specially signi- 
filcant blast and all bow towards the 
tree and they disamspear from view 
behind the sort of parapet; then in 
a minute, the drum starts, and up 
they come again. 

It was the afternoon of the last day 
of the dance that I arrived. Just be- 
fore I came, they had made their 
gifts. Each person that is dancing 
gives up, as a part of his pennance, a 
part of his or her worldly goods. I 
was told that about forty horees had 
been given up that day, and a lot 
of clothing and blankets. These go to) 
the outsiders, the visitors from other) 
reserves who happen to be present. 
The horses and money, clothes or 
whatever it is that is to be given as/ 
a@ sacrifice is performed by the medi- 
cine man who is also one of the 
dancers, 

Keep Fire Burning 

As I watched the dance proceed, I 
noticed that at the far side of the tent, 
were some three or, four men seated 
beside a small fire. This fire they kept 
going all the time to burn sweet grass, 
which was supposed to give strength

in and take his place for a little. 

The dancers were all ages, young 
girla and youths, old women and men. 
One old body had come up from the 
Blackfoot reserfve at Calgary to take 
part in the dance, She must have been 
over seventy, but she was dancing 
through to the finish. It seems that 
she had married a Blackfoot but she 
came back to her own tribe to take 
part in the dance. 

In addition to the smokes, a large 
pot of geome aort of concoction, wnich 
I found to be made of dried Saska- 
toons, meat, choke cherries and te:. 
This was specially for the druminers. 
but it was passed as far as it would 
go among the onlookers, ant small 
babes in arma were drinking it with 
relish, 

About two hours before the finish, 
one of the oJd men got up and gave 
an oration praying to the three ard 
telling these thirsty ones that after 
the dance they could again get a 
dring of cold Water. As je talked on, 
one of the couneellors here and there 
would gay something that sounded 
like Amen. 

A little later some sjalks of brald- 
ed grass were passed arouid, each 
man getting two, and to the women 
one of the servers pasys:d something 
watch looked Ike dried leaves, They 
held their shawls and ne pul a hanil- 
full in each. 

The Grand Finale 

At six o'clock, a screen was drawn 
in front of the buffalo head and the 
ceremony waa not visible to the audi- 
ence, but after a few minutes the vell 
was drawn and one of the braves very 
gently and reverently laid the head 
back on its place while the drums 
played very loud and the chanters 
moarned their weird dirge. While this 
was being done, all the men took off 
their hats and a gangway was cleared 
out of the tent, It was mentioned that 
the buffalo head was placed directly 
opposite to the opening of the tent, 
and just before this ceremony the 
horses and their riders formed them- 
selves up in a circle around the tent! 
but at the opening they all drew up 
so as to leave the space clear right 
from the buffalo head through to tho 
open. Inside, the people were all 
formed up on each side, the squaws 
on one side the men on the other, and 
I fully expected some formal process- 
ion to come in or go out, but nothing 
of that gort happened. 

Then all got up and at the invita- 
tion of the counsellors joined in the 
dance for a few minutes and all was 
over.

This embraces @ etudy of all 
crops and inoludes the testing of var- 
feties to determine the most suitable 
for each and every district in the 
province; selection of seed, harvesting 
and improvement of varieties of each 
crop followed by the multiplication of 
the best resulting strains, and distri- 
bution among the farmers, 

At the present time in the field 
crop work the immediate needs of 
the Alberta farmer is better seed 
grains and gultable pasture and forage 
crops for the various conditions ex- 
isting. These are problems of par- 
amount importance and are receiving 
the greatest attention. Up to the 
present time the department of Field 
| Husbandry has succeed in _  isolat- 
ing pure seed of wheat, oats, barley 
and peas of the highest standing. A 
large number of new and early 
wheats have also been Jsolated. These 
are being tested out and those that 
prove superior to any varieties now 
generally grown will be multiplied 
and distributed, One new variety 
|of wheat, one of peas, one of red 
{clover ,and a selection of sweet corn 
| have elready proved hardy enough for 
this climate and are being multiplied 
|for distribution, 

Co-operative Testing 

Caution is observed in recommend- 
ing any new varieties to make sure 
that they are really superior to any 
varieties now in general use, and to 
be sure that they are hardy under all 
conditions, After a new variety of 
for introduction of grass, grain, etc., 
has proved to be thoroughly hardy 
under field conditions on the Univer- 
sity farm, and has sufficient 
merit otherwise it is tested out on as 
many farms throughout the province, 
and under as wide a range of condi- 
tions as poosible. This season up- 
wards of four hundred and fifty 
farmers are testing out a new variety 
of red clover that was,bred on the 
experimental station; two hundred 
and fifty farmers are testing out 
samples of sweet clover; fifty are 
testing out samples of sweet corn, 
and a similar number are testing out 
spring rye, and O.A.C, No, 21 barley, 
as well as many other miscellaneous 
samples~ These samples are being 
tested at points all over the province 
all the way from the forty-ninth par- 
alle] of latitude to as far North as 
Fort Vermilion and the verdict of 
these farmers will be absolutely final. 

Pure Seed for Farmers 

What the farmers at the present 
time want is pure seed and the best 
to be obtained. In order to supply 
this demand the department of Field 
Husbandry has formulated a plan 
| whereby seed centers, which are com- 
posed of farmers who are interested 
in the multiplication productipn and 
destribution of pure seed, are estab- 
| lished, Since the plan was first 
| formulated this year, five of such seed 
lcenters have already been establish- 
|ed in central and Northen Alberta, 
lwith some twenty farmers participat- 
\ing in the multiplication of registered 
|seed which is registered unger the 
|Canadian Seed Growers association, 
of which Prof. G. H. Cutler is the 
provincial director and which has a 
National Standing. 

System of Destribution 

The system of distribution that ‘se 
offered to farmerg in Alberta ts that 
| farmers interested undertake to grow 
pure seed according to the rules laid 
down by the department of field hus- 
bandry which in turn agrees to in- 
spect the etanding crops and thresh- 
ed grain, and if eligible ig registered 
under the C.8.G.A. The department 
Field Husbandry offere at a falr price 
enough seed to each of the members 
of any given center to seed a mini- 
mum of one acre. The seed grown 
from this acre is in turn registered 
and seeded as far as it will go the 
following year. The seed that is 
supplied to the famers is “elite” stock, 
The first crop is known as first gen- 
eration, the second year as second 
generation and so on. After the 
third generation it is known as im- 
proved seed, At this rate a farmer 
starting with a bushel of elite seed 
will have approximately 1000 bushels 
of second generation stock. 

Prof. Cutler says that “there are 
unlimited possibilities in this work 
and the production of registered seed 
will eventually be carried on all over 
the province, especially in the irrigat- 
ed districts and in euch gections where 
the best quality of oats, peas, barley 
winter rye and potatoes are produc- 


ed.” 
Under Nationa) Standards 

Since all the seed produced under 
the regulations of the C.8.G.A. will be 
under National standards it hag the 
same standing ali over Canada, and 
| this is of great importance in view of 
the fact that Canadian grown seed es- 
pecially seed grown in the Northern 
latitudes has already won great pro- 
minence in the U.S, as ig evidenced 
| by the fact that out of twenty five 
avords for tho wheat at the Interna- 
itional, eighteen were captured by 
Canadians. 

Exhibit Farmerw Grain 

It 1s the aim of the department of 
Field Husbandry to asgist farmers in 
|br-nging Alberta grown grain to the
